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FROM OIL TO WATER. 

A morning contemporary, contains 
the following interesting item which 
exhibits the Standard in a new and 
wholly unexpected light: 

“The Water Board of Long Island City has in- 
atructed Corporation Counsel Burnett to enter 
suit, both civilly and criminally, against the 
Standard Oil Company for having violated the 
city ordinance in taking water from the public 
mains without permit. It is alleged that the 
company in using the water endangered the city. 
as in the event of an outbreak of fire there 
would not have been sufficient water to subdue 
it. The police discovered at night the company’s 
hose attached to a fire hydrant. President Glea- 
son, of the Board of Alderman, denounces the 
act of the company as an outrage,” 

Thus does the criminal pursue his 
downward career; thus does crime be- 
get crime! The Standard Oil Co. has 
not hitherto been accused of stealing, 
we believe, if we except the instance 
when it was charged with purloining 
a refinery somewhere on Oil Creek, a 
couple ef years ago. Most of the other 
crimes in the calender it is alleged to 
have committed at one time or an- 
other, and it was but reasonable to 
suppose, perhaps, that it would event- 
ually steal. Yet we had hoped that it 
might leave a few of the command- 
ments unbroken, a few of the revised 
statutes inviolate. Now we read, more 
in sorrow than surprise, that it has 
stolen water, and that too from an im- 
poverished city whose revenue it is 
charged with having regularly defraud- 
ed. Tocheat a city out of its justly 
due taxes and then rob it of water is 
by no means proper conduct. If the 
water could be mixed with oil we 
would readily understand it, but it is 
beyond question that there is a strong 
antipathy the one for the other, and 
we can, therefore, account for the theft 
on no other basis than that of klepto- 
mania. Certain unfortunate people 
have it that way, and it is quite 
apparent that these people have it in 
an aggravated fori. 

The proof seems clear. Water is so 
cheap that to assume that a company 
possessing the wealth of the Standard 
would, under cover of night, steal it 
from a public hydrant is flying in the 
faca of all probability. ‘Furthermore, 
there are certain ethical convictions 
with which the managers of the Long 
Island City works are alleged to be 
possessed which would have a restrain- 
ing influence sufficient to prevent the 
perpetration of so petty a theft, pro- 
vided their minds were in a normal 
condition. We therefore wish to 
caution the Corporation Cousel of 
Long Island City to proceed a lit- 
tle slow in this case. If these 
men are kleptomaniacs they are 
to be pitied rather than censured. 
A humane law confines such unfortu- 
nate individuals in an insane asylum, 
rather than the penetentiary, and as 
the instructions to the counsel are to 
proceed criminally against them, we 
trust he will carefully weigh all the 
circumstances before committing him- 
self to a policy which may terminate 
in inecarcerating irresponsible victims 
of a terrible disease behind the walls 
of a prison. It is true there are cir- 
cumstances in the past history of this 
company which go far to upset this 
theory, but they must be viewed with 
a charitable eye, and it is possible may 
be explained upon a similar hypothe- 
sis. It is more than probable that the 
Board of Aldermen of our sister city, 
upon whose conduct in dealing wit): 
this corporation we have preyiously 
had occasion to remark, has been over- 
come with remorse for its past mis- 
deeds, and is now seeking to expiate 
its crimes by ‘‘squealing” on its former 
“pal.” This, if true, is reprehensible 
as being contrary to the code of honor 
among thieves, but from what we know 
of this Board of Aldermen, we arej © 
prepared to believe almost anything 
of it, and the action of its president 
in publicly denouncing the Standard 
gives strongassurance that such is the 
case. We hesitate to believe that the 
Standard meant to steal water, and it 


doubtless serve to. increase the distri- 
butive businessin that market, While 
there is considerable difference in local 
charges at the two ports the cost of 
handling goods is not largely in favor 
of.either. The consumption of chemi- 
eals is so distributed over the entire 
country, that no single market enjoys, 
by reason of. its location, special ad- 
vantages as a distributing point.. Bos- 
ton has done nearly half the chemical 
a business of the entire country during 
ee: the past two years, but this has been 
possible, as we have said, only through 
accidental advantages in the matter of 
freights. _On an equal basis of freights 
the advantages, all things considered, 
’ are in favor of New York, as the chief 
commercial port of the country, but the 
diversion of so much of the chemical 
trade from this port within two years, 
by discriminating freight rates, sup- 
planted by the active commercial] spirit 
of Boston merchants, serves aptly to 
illustrate how largely at the mercy of 
our railroad and steamship lines is the 
supremacy even of this metropolis. 
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THE SCARCITY OF PUTTY. 


Among other articles in the paint 
line that have been difficult to obtain 
for some time past is putty. For more 
than six months manufacturers have 
been sold ahead of their production, 
and although prices have advanced 
nearly 30 per cent., still the demand 
continues. Of course we refer only to 
pure putty, the production of adulter- 
ated stock having been at all times 
equal to the consumption. Consumers 
are beginning to tire of poor goods, 
and it is to this cause that the scarcity 
ef putty is largely due. Another 
reason that might be given is the lack 
of sufficient manufacturing facilities. 
It is a well known fact that the prices 
at which pure putty has been selling 
for the past two or three years have 
been unremunerative, but still manu- 
facturers were not able to make an ad- 
vance ‘on account of active competi- 
tion with poor goods. They were 
compelled to go on manufacturing for 
low prices, or leave the business. The 
latter alternative was chosen by only 
a few, but their withdrawal from the 
market left a productive capacity un- 
equal to the demand for pure goods, 
This demand has been steadily in 
creasing, and last year was very large, 
owing to the magnitude of building 
operations all over the country, and at 
times manufacturers have been several 
months behind their orders. Although 
adulterated stock still finds many pur- 

‘ chasers, and large quantities are pro- 
duced, the demand for it is not now so 

great, nor the competition from it so 

ze 4 strong.asin times past. This, together 
with the increased cost of raw material 
and the scarcity of manufactured 
stock, brought about the advance al- 
luded to above at the beginning of the 
current year. At present prices there 
is little or no margin of profit, and 
manufacturers are indifferent sellers. 
They can make more money selling 
their whiting at present prices, owing 
to the great scarcity of the latter 
article. Should whiting further ad- 
vance, and it is probable that it will, 
at least fora time, putty could not he 
made to sell at present prices, and 
éven allowing for a decline of 10¢ per 
hundred in the price of whiting, 2c 
per lb. for putty would barely cover 
the cost of manufacture. The market 
therefore is in a strong position, and a 

‘ further advance at an early day is not 
improbable.

Such new lubricant may, 
beyond dispute, and by admission of the thor 
oughly competent master of rolling stock, Dé 
much better than that being used, and evel 
cheaper; but that master has no power to change 
—the purchasing agent being the ruling spitth, 
and he fears to change, lest the undo a spl 
of his haying accepted a commission from 
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present source ‘might léak out. Therefore he 
resists the tempting offer ofa larger commission 
(the new competitor knowing that to be the only 

ment of any use), assuming to be highly of- 
fended at the offer. 

If purchasing agents would “turn over a new 
jeaf,” and enter into a compact to refuse all per- 
gonal commissions, offering a standing reward 
for information which would conviet any such 
agent of accepting any commission, thoroughly 
reliable lubricants could soon be found. All rail- 
road companies understand this; or if they do 
not, let them set on foot a determined inquiry on 
the subject. and they will learn why the post of 
purchasing agent is so desirable. Delayed trains 
from hot boxes, Causing collisions and déaths, 
would be less frequent. But what road will lead 
of in such inquiry? None! having other “‘lubri- 
cating” matters on hand.

attribute its success in munopolizing the oil busi- 
ness to energy and brains alone. 


The writer’s charges in regard to the sale of 

undertest oils are supposed to be answered in 
the following paragraph: ‘This gentleman, like 
allthe rest of his ilk, falls back upon the volu- 
minous apocrypha about undertest oils—this 
apocrypha is composed of overwrought bugaboo 
tales, the scenes of which are usually laid in ob- 
sure or remote sections, and which bear a trifle 
too much family resemblance to the testimonial 
of the good Deacon Myth to his miraculous cure 
byone bottle of Dr. Fixemup’s Elixer.” One 
Would naturally suspect that “Dr. Fixemup” had

In connection with this contract a scheme was 
arranged between Mr. Camden and Mr. Church, 
who was manager of the W. Virginia Transpor- 
tation Co, and operator of the Laurel Fork and 
Sand Hill Railway, whéreby those who entered 
into the contract were to have a rebate of 40 
cents per barrel on transportation; under the in* 
fluence of this “mild persuader’’ nearly all of 
the producers signed the contract, those who re 
fused to sign were charged double transporta- 
tion. 

Now the ink upon the contract was scarcely 
dry before the fears of the skeptical gentlemen 
began to be realized; the priee of refined oil be- 
gan to decline and continued to fall until it 
reached seven cents per gallon; then the peculiar 
eharacter of Mr. Camden's equity became ap- 
parent: it had, when turned against himself, 
caused him to agree to pay 3% cents per gallon 
for crude wher refined was only worth 7 cents— 
what did he do? He repudiated his written con. 
tract, which the Standard Company had author- 
ized him to make, and “plead the baby act” as 
his excuse; he couldn’t afford to do what he had 
agreed to do. The Standard Company knew 
that this agreement with the producers was 
an unlawful one, and that no court in 
the country would enforce it, and it 
simply ordered Mr. Camden to sacrifice his 
honor and integrity to save a few dollarss. 
After having repudiated the contract, which had 
deprived the producers of all other purchasers for 
their crude, the Camden Company bought for 55 
cents per barrel the oil for which they should 
have paid $1 08 per barrel. 

In this one transaction, criminal collusion with 
common carrier, unlawful contract with the pro- 
ducer in restraint of trade, open and deliberate 
repudiation of a written contract, and oppression 
of the helpless producer, stand prominently 
forth, and ineffaceable record of the moral stat- 
ure of these men who ure presumed to be suffer- 
ing the penalties of greatness. The masterful 
hand of the late “George Eliot’ gave us in Dea- 
con Bulstrode, the type to which several of the 
prominent members of the Standard Company 
bear a suggestive resemblance; the devotion ofa 
portion of ill-gotten gains to pious uses will not 
sanctify that which is retained for private use.

The following table shows the fluctuations in prices for linseed oil, from domestic seed for the 
past two years. The broken line refers to prices for 1880, and the black Jine to prices.for 188}: , 
Where the break in the broken line occurs, from June 15th to Sept. Ist, there was no American 
geed oil on the market, its place being supplied by Calcutta seed oil. In 1881, owing to the large 
crop of flaxseed the previous year, the suppply of domestic seed oil continued throughout the 


whole twelve months. 
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Annual Review of the Oil Market. 
Linsced Oil. 


There was a brisk demand for linsecl oil at the 
beginning of the year, but as buyers and sellers 
were at variance few large sales resulted. The 
latter demanded 55c and refused bids of 53c, 
though consumers evinced a disposition to take 
large blocks ut the latter figure. Western was 
offered on the spot here at temptingly low prices, 
but received little attention. Seles would have 
been made at 52c, but only jobbing lots were 
taken at that price. During the second week of 


January there was no change in the position, 
but the steady demand, coupled with an advance 
of 2c inthe West, caused a firmer feeling the 


third week. Crushers were unwilling to enter 


into contracts extending over more than 30 days, 
and bids of 550 were refused for mere distant 
deliveries. They were ready, however, to make 
short contracts at 55c, and also accepted that 
price on sales for immediate wants. The pur- 
chases made were wholly for consumption, Tel- 
egrams were received from the West in the last 
week of the month announcing a further advance 
there, the Consolidated Company having fixed 
its:price in the Western markets at 55c. Imme- 
diately upon receipt'of this news prices were 
advanced here to 56@570, The demand contin 


ued active in spite of the rise, and large sales for 
prompt delivery and for delivery during the fol- 
lowing month were made. Notwithstanding the 
advance inthe West, Western oil continued to 
offer here at 54c, and, buyers hastening to take 
advantage cf this comparatively low rate, the 
demand for this oil was quite active fora time. 
The demand for city cil subsided at the 
beginning of February owing to the firmness 
of prices. The supply of Western, on the 
spot, being greatly reduced, prices were marked 
up one cent per gallon. During the second week 
in February an advance to 57c in the West 
caused a corresponding rise here, city oil being 
quoted at 57@58e. ‘The demand was light but 
crushers were not disposed to force sales, as 
stocks were low, and they refused contracts for 
deliveries during the following four months ex- 
cept at an advance on ruling ratés. The supply 
of Western oil here was limited as most of the 
production was required to meet. the wants of 
the home trade which, at that time, was re- 
ported to be large.

No reaction was 
feared as the advances made in the price of oil 
barely covered the increased cost of seed, and 
even if the price of the latter should recede sev- 
eral points, the quotations for oil would still be 
sustained.’ The Western Consolidated Company 
agreed to raise its price to the figures quoted by 
Eastern crushers, and the market closed at the 
end of August with 57@58c quoted East and 
West. September opened with a very firm mar 
ket with the tendency of prices still upward. 
Crushers were not anxious sellers, and thongh 
buyers manifested a strong disposition to make 
contracts for forward delivery, the former did 
not care to enter into long engagements. The 
general quotations were 57@58c, but large cus 
tomers were supplied at 56c. There were some 
talk of a further advance about the middle of the 
month, but some crushers were not in favor of a 
rise at that time unless seed should become high- 
er.

White Lead Zincs, Etc. 

Pig lead has remained quiet during the past 
week, the recent sales having supplied corroders 
and other buyers for the present. The market 
has remained very firm, and closes at 5 15@5 20c 
for commen and 544@5%¢c for corroding. 

White lead occupies the same position as at the 
date of our last report. The market is still un- 
settled, but the indications point to an advance 
and city corroders are indifferent sellers. For 
lead in oil they are not disposed to accept less 
than 7c, less 1440, while in most instances they 
demand 7c, and de not care to sell for future de- 
livery except at an advance over spot prices. Buy- 
ers’ views are low, and while there is a fair job- 
bing demand reported there are few or no 
contracts making. Out of town markets are 
much more unsettled than this, owing to active 
competition. We have heard of instances where 
dealers are offering to sell at 644c, and this price 
now seems to be the highest quotation outside of 
New York. There is nothing doing in dry lead. 
City corroders are not anxious to sell, and there 
is little out of tewn lead offering here. The nom- 
inal quotation for city is 64¢c, and outside cor- 
roders would probably shade this price }¢c. 
English lead is in moderate jobbing demand, and 
remains steady at 834@9c, as to brand and quan- 
tity. 

American oxide of zinc sells to a moderate ex- 
tent ina jobbing way, but there is not much in- 
quiry for contract lots. Manufacturers are still 
busy on orders placed during the closing months 
of the last year, and there is no accumulated 
stock pressing on the market. Prices remain 
steady and unchanged at the range quoted be- 
low. French zines find a fair outlet ina jobbing 
way. The market closes steady at our quota- 
tions,

Dry Colors. 


In spite of the severe storms of the past week 
the trade in dry colors has been remarkably 
good. The only difficulty experienced has been 
in delivering goods, but this has only affected the 
local and near-by trade, most of the orders re- 
ceived from out of town, buyers being for for- 
ward delivery. The market isin very good shape, 
and from the early opening of trade manufac- 
turers and dealers look for an active spring busi- 
ness. No changes of importance have occurred 
since our last, and the general tone of the market 
is firm. 

REDS. 

Red lead continues very firm in sympathy with 
pig metal. As stocks are light manufacturers 
are not anxious sellers, but the demand is not 
very brisk, most of the iarge buyers being sup- 
plied. We continue to quote 6}4@65,0, the out- 
side price being for small lots. 

Litharge is receiving more attention, but as 
yet the demand is not active, The high cost ot 
pig lead renders the market very firm, but no 
change in quotations has yet been made. Man- 
ufactures have still a number of contracts to fill 
and are not pushing sales. The demand is prin- 
cipally of a jobbing character, though some in- 
quiry for contract lots is noted. We have sales 
of 25 tons to report at 644@6}<¢, as to quantity. 

Orange mineral is quiet but as stocks are light 
and raw material high manufacturers of Ameri- 
can are very firm in their views. Small sales are 
making at 8144@9c, but it is doubtful it a ‘seller 
could be found willing to accept less than the 

neide price on large lots. German isin moderate 
request, but as most consumers are being sup- 


piled on contract few Jarge sales are makings 


Importers still qnote 834@9c, though the inside 
price is only accepted on large orders. English 
is held at 8c for largé lots and "S14@Se for job« 
bing quantities. Frénch sellgsin a retail way at, 
12@1234c, according to quantity and pdsition. 

American vermilion occupies the same position 
as when we last wrote, Most manufacturers are 
willing to accept 114%@1154c for pure, scarlet, 
though some brands are still held as high 
as 13c. The demand is entirely for small 
lotsylarge consumers taking other goods. Low 
grades are procurable at 11@11}¢c and even low- 
er, but they receive little or no attention. 


Quicksilver vermilion is in very good demand, 
but buyers for the most. part seem,to:prefer amall 
lots... Prices are. steadily maintained, there being 
no lotsin outside hands. The, associated man- 
ufacturers quote 52%4c for lots of.less than 500 
Ibs in 30 and 50 1b bags, 50c for lots of 500 lbs 
and over in 30 and 50 lb bags, and 1c per Ib less 
in bulk packages of 100 lbs or more. At these 
prices we learn of sales of 5000 Ibe, mostly in 
small lots for prompt delivery. 

Artificial -vermilion continues to meet witha 
good demand, and prices are steadily sustained: 
The supply is mederate, but fully equal to the 
wants of the trade. The market closes firm at 
25@32c, as to brand and quality. 

Carmine is not in demand, as buyers supplied 
themselves liberally some time ago. There is a 
moderate jobbing demand from local consumers, 
and this, together with deliveries on contracts 
keep manufacturers busy. There has been no 
quotable change, the market closing at $4 per lb 
for any quantity. except in ounce vials, on which 
the usual advance over bulk rates is charged. 


American venetian red is still unchanged. The 
demand is fair, but as there is not much offering 
on the spot few sales are reported. Prices are 
firmly sustained, and we continue to quote $1 30 
@1 35. as to brand and quality. 

English venetian red is not in much demand, as 
buyers are looking for lower prices when the 
stock now on the way and shipping arrives. The 
spot supply is still very light and holders are not 
disposed to grant shadings in order to induce 
business. There isa moderate jobbing trade in 
progress, the sales making bringing $1 6234 for 
Cookson’s and $1 30@1 50 for other brands. For 
the former brand, to arrive, $1 40@1 4244 will be 
accepted on contract orders, though some sellers 
still want $1 50 and refuse to sell at less. Other 
brands, to arrive, are offered at a range of $1 20 
1 45, according to quantity and maker.

Ready Mixed Paints. 


The year opened well, but during the past week 
or two the trade in ready mixed paints has been 
moderate, the demand coming aimost entirely 
from local and near-by consumers. The rough 
weather of the past few days has checked even 
this demand, and at the close there was little 
business doing. There are, however, some in- 
quirles from out-of town buyers, and manufac- 
turers are looking forward to an active spring 
business. There have been no changes made in 
prices or discounts. 


Miscellaneous. 


Sulphate of barytes is receiving only a mode- 
rate share of attention, as buyers are pretty well 
suppliedat Manufacturers, however, are behind 
with their deliveries, and there being little or 
nothing available for prompt delivery, the mar” 
ket remains firm and petens unchanged. Wecon- 
tinue to quote $19@22 for prime white, accord- 
ing to brand and quantity, and $17@18 for off- 
color grades. Extra floated has a fair sale at 
$30. The demand for imported is also light, but 
their is not much now on the’ market, and prices 
are sustained. Importers quoté $23@25 for 
prime white and $28 for floated. 

Euglish china clay is selling to a limited extent 
from store at $30, but there is little or no demand 
for large lots, as the price demanded is above 
buyers’ views. We note sales of 20 tons from 
store at the above quotation, and 50 tons to ar- 
rive at a private price, supposed to be $18. The 
market closes firm, with $18@19 quoted for lots 
to arrive, ex-sailing vessel, and $30 for store lots. 
The receipts of domestic have been free of late, 
and sales of 30 tons are reported at $10 50@11 
as to quantity. 

French terra alba has been in more request, 
though the demand is still of a jobking charac- 
ter. The market is steady, holders quoting 90c@ 
$1 for genuine, from store, and 85@90c for lots 
to-arrive. A fine grade of domestic, offered as 
French, is stil! procurable at 75c, and has a fair 
sale. Sales of 50 cks are reported at 90@95c as 
to quantity. Domestic is in moderate demand 
and remains steady at 60@70c for No. 1 and 35@ 
40c for No, 2 according to seller and quantity. 

French tale is in good jobbing demand, but 
buyers are not inclined to take large lots, pre- 
ferring to supply their immediate requirements 
only. The market is steady, no change in prices 
having occurred since our last. We have gales 
of 125 bags to report at $1 25.. Quoted $1 15@ 
1 25 as to quantity. 

Lump pumice stone is quiet and unchanged at 
14%4@3c for original packages according to size of 
order. Powdered sells to a moderate extent in 
retail lots at 234@3c. 

Putty is still very firm, and only large orders 
for forward delivery will now be filled st 2c, 
while 244@2!4c is generally demanded. The 
inquiry is active, but as whiting is scarce and 
higher, manufacturers are indifferent seliers. 

Chalk is still scarce und firm. There is a good 
deal of inquiry.for prompt delivery, but we hear 
of no demand for futures. The last sale was at 
$3 10, but 1t is doubtful if this price will now 
buy. 

Whiting still has an upward tendency but there 
has been no further advance since our last. 
There is nothing obtainable for prompt delivery 
except in a jobbing way, and for the small lots 
obtainable holders generally want 60c, As man- 
ufacturers are sold ahead and are far behind on 
their deliveries the will not be in a position to 
sell for prompt delivery or accept contract orders 

. for some time to come. F 

Paris white is still very scarce, and the market 
has an upward tendency, There has been no 
quotable change since our last, but $1 20 is the 
lowest price that will buy, and this will only be 
accepted on large orders for forward delivery. 
The demand continues active, as buyers fear a 
further rise and are anxious to lay in supplies 
for Spring requirements.

Chinese Method of Manufacturing 
Vermilion. 
HUGH MACCALLUM. 

There are three vermilion works in Hon, 
Kong, the method of munufacture being 
exactly the same in each. The largest 
works consume about six thousand bot- 
tles of mercury annually,and it was in 
this one that the following operations were 
witnessed: 

First Step.—A large, very thin iron prn, 
containing a weighed quantity, about four- 
teen pounds of sulphur, is placed over a 
slow fire, and two-thirds of a bottle of 
mercury added; as soon as the sulphur be- 
gins to melt the mixture is vigoromly 
stirred with an iron stirrer until it assume> 
a black pulverulent appearance with some 
melted sulphur floating on the surtace; it 
is then removed from the fire and the 
remainder of the bottle of mercury added, 
the whole well stirred. A little water is 
now poured over the mass, which rapidly 
cools it; the pan is immedietely emptied, 
when it is again ready for the next batch, 
The whole operation does not last more 
more than ten minutes. The resulting 
black powder is not a definite sulphide, as 
uncombined mercury can be seen throuygh- 
out the whole mass; besides, the quantity 
of sulohur used is much in excess of the 
amount required to form mercuric su]- 
phide. 

Second Step. —The black powder obtained 
in the first step is placed in a semi-hemis- 
pherical iron pan, built in with brick, and 
having a firepiace beneath, covered over 
with broken pieces of porcelain. These 
are built up in a loose porous manner, so 
as to fill another semi-hemisperical iron 
pap, which is then placed over the fixed 
one and securely luted with clay, a large 
stone being placed on the top of it to assist 
in keeping it in its place.

Joplin White Lead. 


The Joplin white lead, made under the 
patents of Mr. George T. Lewis, of Phila- 
delphia, and which is advertised on an- 
other page of this issue, is reported as 
having met a demand during 1881 which 
more than kept pace with the increased 
production. We have heretofore described 
the process by which this lead is made and 
its relation to corroded lead, from which it 
differs in practical use only in color. The 
right to manufucture in the United States 
was recently sold to the Lone Elm Works, 
of Joplin, for $500,000, and the rights for 
Spain have been sold, it is said, for am equal 
sum, while negotiations are pending for the 
rights of other foreign countries. The 
manufacture of white lead under this pat- 
ent is likely to be very much extended in 
the United States, though the value of the 
patents is not confined solely to this pro- 
duct. The Joplin lead, which, as will be 
seen by the advertisement, is warranted 
pure, is represented by Mr. Geo. T. Lewis, 
at his Philadelphia office. 

The sale of this lead is largely to the 
grinders of paints, some of the largest of 





Disappointed Glass Blowers. 


In June last, according to the Pittsburg 
Dispatch, an advertisement was inserted in 
that journal calling for glass blowers to go 
to Mexico where good wages and employ- 
ment were promised them. Four men res- 
ponded and were hired under contract. 
They now write from a jail in Apam, Mex- 
ico that they reached there in Juiy last 
and have had no employment since, there 
being no furnace and no pots to work with. 
Their arrest is explained by the fact that 
they attempted to leave and were locked 
up on the charge of seeking to violate their 
contract. They also assert that they have 
been paid nothing since their arrival and 
are entirely destitute of money. The pro- 
moters of the scheme in New York assert 
that the charges made against them are 
false, but there seems to be more than a 
coloring of truth about the story. Glass

The top and bottom are each 
pressed out of a single piece, so that there is no 
danger of leakage through cracks, and the labels 
are so applied as to render the box air-tight. 
Printed on the label of each box are directions 
for the preparation and administration of an an. 
tidote for the poison. The boxes contain, respect 
ively, one, two, three and five pounds, and are 
packed in one hundred pound cases. This does 
away with the inconvenience and danger of 
handling in bulk to which most retail dealers ob- 
ject, and is a great advantage to the general 
trade. They also put up the old fashion 14s, 28s 
and 56s for the wholesale trade.

Linseed oil has not changed since last writing. 
City crushers still quote 60@61c, as to quantity, 
but large buyers still hold off. As the seed mar- 
ket has again taken an upward turn, while the 
stock in Chicago is steadily diminishing, prices 
for oil are more firmly sustained. The weather 
of the past week has interfered with the local as 
well as out-of-town trade, and the jobbing de- 
mand has been rather slow. The outside lots re- 
ferred to in our last as offering at 59c, amount to 
5,000 gallons instead of 50,000 gallons as we 
were made to say by an error of the printer. 
They have not yet been sold so far as we 
can learn. The price of oilin the West is now 
60c, and holders of Western oil on the spot quote, 
nominally, the same price, though they will ac- 
cept 590 on car-load lots. We hear of none seil- 
ing. Calcutta seed oil is in light jobbing request 
and remains steady at the quotations given be- 

low. 

Rapeseed oil is dull and the only sales we hear 
of are of jobbing lots, which bring 87}4@90c, as 
to quantity. In a large way 85c will be accepted 
for pure, and there is some oil on the market 
that might be bought at 80c, but buyers’ ideas 
are low, and we hear of no sales of importance. 

Mustardseed oil is offered at 724%@75c, but 
buyers are waiting for concessions, and take only 
small lots to supply urgent necessities. The sup- 
ply in first hands is limited, and the holders are 
very firm in their views. 

Crude cottonseed oil is quiet and the market is 
depressed with a strong downward tendency. 
Buyers refuse to come in except at very low fig- 
ures,as they claim that they cannot pay the 
prices dmeanded, and until much lower terms 
are named very little business wil! be done. The 
supply offering in this market is composed of a 
few hundred barrels, not all of which is prime. 
There is a moderate jobbing demand, and small 
sales have been made during the past week ata 
range of 36@38c, as to quantity andseller. Some 
holders still quote 40@42}gc for prime, but we do 
not hear of any transactions at these figures, 

Summer yellow cottonseed oil centinues to de- 
cline, and prices have now reached a point where 
home consumers feel that they can profitably 
buy. The demand, though more active, is still 

entirely of a jobbing character. The reported 
transactions amount to 200 bbls at 45c, but we 
hear there have also been small sules at 44}gc, 
and atrifielower. Prices have not yet reaehed 
an export basis, and there is little or no oil going 
out, At the close the market was unsettled, and 
a still greater decline was looked for by buyers, 
and as the views of the latter are very low it is 
hardly probable that any considerable amount of 
business will be done until larger concessions are

Lard oil is higher owing to the sharp rise in 
prices for raw material. Prime city brands are 
now quoted by pressers at 92c, but resales might 
still be picked up at 90@91e. The advance has 
ehecked what little demand there was previ- 
ously and the market closes quiet though firm. 
The offgrades have not sympathized with 
prime, and since the advance in the latter have 
been in more demand. There is a good supply, 
but stocks are not excessive, and as raw material 
continues high, prices are firmly sustained. We 
Quote extra No. 1 at 80@85c, No. lat 72K%@ 
T7740, and No. 2 at 55c. The latter is not wanted 
to any extent, and the price named is entirely 
Uominal. 

Tallow oils are more plentiful, but the demand 
has subsided, and the market closes dnll. Prices 
are lower, and either prime or No.1 is procurable 
at 75c. We have heard of only a few jobbing 
sales at that price. 

Manufactured whale oil remains steady at our 
last. quotations, and a fair jobbing demand pre- 
vails.. There have been no further sales of crude 
in this market, ihe luts received being shipped 
to New Bedford. Prices for seal oil remain 
steady and unchanged at 67@68c. Sea elephant 
oil has a fair Jobbing demand which is supplied 
at 67@69c. 

Maagutactured sperm oil remains firm at the 
advance noted in our last, owing to a strong 
market for crude. Natural winter is quoted at 
$115@117 and bleached winter at $1 20@1 22 
There is a very good jobbing demand reported. 
The circnlar of Game, Bowes & Co., of London, 
dated 4th inst., states that the stock of sperm 
oil in the United Kingdom was 369 tuns against 
1023 tuns a year ago. The amount taken for 
consumption in 1881 was 2682 tuns; in 1880, 
2383 tuns; in 1879, 2999 tuns; in 1878, 2661 tuns; 
in 1877, 2371 tuns. The price a year ago was £70 
per tun, falling to £58 at the close of May, going 
back to £70 in October, and closing the year at 
£67 to £68 pertun. The total imports the past 
year were 2043 tuns. 

Crude menhaden oil isdull. As the commenee- 
ment of the fishing season approaches, manufac- 
turers show more anxiety to dispose of the stock 
now on hand, which still amounts to 5000 bbls or 
more. An easier feeling, consequently, is no- 
ticed, and sales would now be made at 37c for 
prime light oil. This concession has failed to 
stimulate the demand, as it is not deemed 
great enough by buyers. The latter still 
have pretty full supplies, and as_ the 
outlet for pressed oils is not very large, 

- they are not disposea to make fresh pur- 
ehases except at a bargain. There have been no 
further resales, and former sellers now ask the 
same prices as manufacturers, or even higher 
figures. 

The manufactured oils are quiet, and find only 
asmall sale in jobbing quantities. Prices, how- 
ever, are steady, and some pressers have slightly 
advanced their views. We quote 4044@42c for 
light pressed, 39@40c for dark pressed, 38@39c 
for bank and 40@41 for straits. Bleached is now 
quoted at a range of 45@47!¢c, and has a mod- 
erate jobbing demand. We note a sale of 50 
bbls at the inside price. 

Cod oil is hard to sell in a large way, and hold- 
ers are less firm in their views. There is a mod- 
erate jobbing demand, and in this way 41@42¢ is 
realized on domestic and 44@45c on imported, 
but in order to make large sales much less must 
be accepted. 

Sod oil is in light request. Small sales are 
making at 60c for domestic and 55c for English. 

Degras is scarce and is receiving more atten- 
tion. The market is very firm, and 444@4\¢c is 
now demanded for -English, and 9@10c for 
French, according to quantity. 

Sponified red oil is firm, but buyers’ views are 
lew, and the market remains quiet. For Western 
55 has been bid and refused, holders wanting 56c. 
City is not offered freely, but is procurable at 
550. 

Elaine is in fair jobbing demand, and during 
the past week sales have been made of 150 bbls, 
partat 5vc. The market is easier, and 500 will 
now, no doubt, be shaded a trifle. 

Neatsfoot oil is easier and irregular in price, 
quotations for prime ranging from 75 to 90c, ac- 
cording to make and quantity. No. 1is quoted, 
nominaliy, at 70@75c, and No. 2 is offered at 55c. 
The demand is light, and we learn of little doing 
in any grade. 

The following were the current quotations at 
at the close: 
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Mineral Oils. 

The market for “outside” mineral oil is still 
unsettled and an uncertain feeling prevails. Of- 
ferings are sparingly made, but no quotable 
change in prices has occurred. 

Paraffine oils, of independent make, are diffi- 
cult to obtain in any quantity at present, and 
most of the oil offering is of irregular quality. 
Prices have not quotably changed, but the mar- 
ket 1s somewhat unsettled. The nominal quota- 
tions are 18@19%c for 25 gravity, and 15@16¢ for 
28 gravity, according to quantity and brand, but 
we only hear of small sales at these prices. There 
are some oils offered as 25 gravity that are pro- 
curable as low as 15c, but they only stand about 
26 or 264°. The Standard’s prices are unchanged, 
and the “ring” manufacturers are still reported 
to be over-sold. 

Black oils are in the same position as when we 
last wrote. There is a very good demand. and 
outside oils claim a fair share of attention. There 
is very tittle of the latter offering at present, and 
a firm feeling prevails, but prices have not yet 
been advanced, quotations remaining 124@13}¢c 
for15 cold test, and 11@1144c for 25 and 30. 
The ‘ring’ manufacturers report that orders are 
still liberal and in excess of the production. 

Cylinder stocks are in active request, the de- 
mand being particularly for outside light filtered 
stock of high firetest. The prevailing opinion 
among buyers is, apparently,: that these goods 
will be scarce in the near future, and the demand 
is largely of a speculative character. The mar- 
ket is firm. and we hear of no light filtered stock 
offering below 50c, while 32c is generally quoted 
and has been paid for small lots. Prices on dark 
filtered and steam refined remain unaltered.

Oildom’s Holy Land. 


For the past few months while the great army 
of producers has been seeking new fields, in 
which to push the drill, Mr. W. P. McCray. says 
the Titusville Herald, has been actively engaged 
on what may be termed the “‘ Holy Land” of 
oildom--the Oil Creek district. He has put down 
nine wells with but indifferent success. On Wed- 
nesday, however, he completed the tenth, on the 
old Byrom farm, near Petroleum Centre, on the 
right bank of the creek. While it can hardly be 
styled a “gusher’--as gushers go to-day---it is 
certainly a large producer considering the terri- 
tory. During the first twenty-four hours it made 
forty-eight barrels. It has now settled down and 
is pumping about twenty-five barrels. 

When the prophesies of the bull seers come to 
pass and oil is selling at $2, no doubt many brig- 
ades of the vast army of producers will ‘ shoul- 
der arms,” ‘right about turn,”’ and leaving the 
battle fields of the present, turn to the 
battle fields of the past—the scenes of their first 
triumphs—and who knows but that we shall yet 
see the Oil Creek district clothed in something 
like its pristine glory.-- Bradford Star.

The market for certificates after fluctuating 
_onsiderably and favoring the"bulls”for a portion 
of the-week, has rather subsided at the close in- 
to a state of quietness, with an easier tone at the 
«moment. ‘There were sales on Wednesday morn- 
ing at 86140, followed by a steady advance up to 
870 at the close, and on Thursday there was a 
further advance toward the goal of the producer, 
gales being made at mia-day at 885{¢c, after which 
the price sagged somewhat, the closing being at 
87%. On Friday the market ran down Ic from 
this figure, but closed et 8714c, which was the 
opening price on Saturday. After which there 
‘was a very gradual improvement, the close being 
at 8734c. Yesterday the market was drooping, 
the opening being at 875¢c, and the close at 861¢c. 
Fo-day the market opened at 8644c. and touched 
86%0, but steadily drooped from that point, 
closing 2 4 decline of 1c from the morning. 
There is not much show of confidence in the 
article at the close, though there is no reason 
for any change of opinions, so far as the 
actual position of stocks or production are con- 
cerned, while at. improved demand for refined 
and increased firmness in the price might natur- 
ally be expected to stimulate the hopes of the 
“bulls” on crude. There is a prevailing impres~- 
sion that the Standard has unloaded at the re- 
’. gent advance, and that so far as its influence is 
concerned the market will now be allowed to 
droop.These opinions are,however, as speculative 
as the transactions to which they refer. So far 
as actual value is. concerned, oil is worth no 
more or less than it was a week ago. The aver- 
age daily shipments from the regions are 56,000 
bbls, and the pipe runs 77,725 bbls. The aggre- 
gate daily sales at the several exchanges are

The refined market is firmer, the price having 
been advanced ic to-day, and now standing at 
7¢c for cargoes from refiners’ hand, either for 
February or March delivery. At the outports 
7i40 is the quotation. There are some February 
resales offering at 734c here. The demand 
has been better during the last few 
days, and about 30,000 bbls are reported sold 
yesterday. To-day there has not been much 
business consummated but refiners are firm, and 
there is still some demand for spot oil. Cases 
are also in request and are quoted 4@4c better 
than last week, outside brands being held at 
10%c for cargoes, while for ordinary brands in 
the pool 1054@1034c is the asking price for lots 
of 10,000. 

High test oil shows no change. There have 
been sales of 150 water white of city brands at 
llc, and that is the bottom figure, the general 
jobbing price being 114@11kxc. 

Empty barrels are not in very full supply, but 
are not quite so firm. The Standard is reported 
to be paying $1 30 for domestics at its country 
agencies, but the nominal quotation here is $1 20 
@1 25 for bbls on the dock as they run, and 
$1 30@1 35 for lots subject to inspection. For 
ship barrels $1 32@1 35 is paid for near arrivals.

The Standard in Baltimore. 


The Baltimore American publishes the 
following communication relative to the 
effect of Standard rule upon the petroleum 
refining industry of that city. We print 
the letter in full and commend its perusal 
to every reader of this paper. Comment. 
ing upon the letter the American says edi. 
torially: ‘The decline in our petroleum 
trade is due chiefly to the control of the 
market by the Standard Oil Company, 
How to meet and resist this gigantic cor. 
poration is a matter not easy to arrange 
advantageously. But unless some way can 
be devised, what is to protect other branches 
of trade? Oursugar interests have been 
captured as well as our petroleum trade, 
Who can tell how soon monopoly may lay 
its heavy hand upon the grain trade and 
the cotton trade?” 

The letter is as follows: 

In commenting upon some remarks published 
in different papers about the increase of the oil 
trade from the port of Baltimore, we beg to say 
that, though it is true that in our exports of pe- 
troleum we gained in 1881 twenty-six per cent. 
over the preceeding year, it is still poor satisfac- 

tion, if we look back to that period in the oil 
trade when exports from this city were so heavy 
as to eclipse in one year even those of Philadel- 
phia. 

A perusal of the statistics for some years begin- 

ning with 1877 shows that our exports in that 
year were 913,302 barrels in all, and those from 
New York and Philadelphia, 3,362,467 barrels 
and 815,194 barrels respectively ; the percentage 
of the entire shipping trade being a follows: New 
York, 6444 per cent. ; Philadelphia, 16 per cent.; 
Baltimore,18 per cent., and 14% per cent., scatter- 
ing. Exports of oil from a@!l the ports have since 
enormously increased until they reached, last 
year, the respectable figure of 7,183,917 barrels 
This increase in the shipping business of one of 
the leading export articles of this country is, of 
course, satisfactory to the country at large; but 
the fact that the percentage of the trade which 
Baltimore now holds is so much reduced isa 
souree of humiliating feeling to those who have 
the welfare of our city at heart---be it for local 
pride or self interest. As said before, 7,183,917 
barrels were exported last year, of which New 
York shipped 5,172,375 barrels; Philadelphia, 
1,560,959 barrels, and Baltimore, 371,218 barrels, 
which gives a percentage of the whole export 
trade of 72 per cent. to New York, 21 7-10 per 
ceut to Philadelphia, and only 5 2-10 to Balti- 
more (1 1-10 per cent. scattering) and the decline 
of the oil trade from Baltimore is the more strik- 
ing, waen we compare it with the shipments in 
1877, amounting to 918,302 barrels, out of ato 
tal shipment of 5,175,600 from all ports, while in 
1881 our exports are little above one-third of the 
year of 1877, though the total exports fromall 
the ports were over 40 per cent. higher than 
those of 1877. 
“ The decline in the oil business at our port, and 
the very little importance which Baltimore now 
holds as an oil market, is best illustrated by aD 
editorial in a New York commercial paper, in 
which it is said that the oil trade from Baltimore 
is nowso insignificant that in making up sta 
tistics about stock of petroleum, etc., in ealeu- 
lating the value of the article, Baltimore might 
as well be left out altogether, as the amount of 
trade done in Baltimore is too small to influence 
prices one way or an other. 

In reviewing the history of the oil trade at our 
port, it occurs to us that the first break in the 
hitherto prosperous oil shipping business was 
caused by the refusal of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad to carry oil at such reduced rates as the 
Standard Oil Company was willing to pay at the 
time; and, with the exception of a short peried 
in the fall of 1880, when a few cargoes were ship- 
ped over the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, this 
company has ceased carrying oil altogether, and 
the extensive oil wharves and warehouses at the 
Vineyard, Locust Point, have lately been 0m 
verted into grain storage houses.

would have required 184 ships last year to carry 
theoil that was exported in 1877, while if our 
export trade had retained the same percentage 

of the large increase of last year’s totul ship- 
ments, as shown by statistics, we would have 

needed for the quantity thus increased to 1,293,- 
106 barrels, 258 ships at an average size of 5,000 
barrels. 

The average expenses of 5,000-barrel ships 
amount to about $1,500 per ship, and so it ap- 
pears that if oil shipments in 1881 had been as 
large as in 1877, $276,000 wonld have been ex- 
pended for ships’ expenses; while, if our trade 
had been increased last year in proportion to the 
increase of shipments from all the ports, taking 
our percentage of 1877,the above given number of 
%8 vessels would have would expended $387,000, 
Incontrast to these figures only $109,500 were 
expended by the 73 oil carrying vessels in 1881. 
In these amounts incurred by ships’ expenses a 
large class of our community is concerned, as 
this money goes into the pockets of a great num- 
ber of people, such as pilots, towboat-men, ship 
brokers, ship chandlers, stevedores and others ; 
and further, it ought not to be overlocked that 
captains of many ships buy provisions for out 
and home passages here, the prices for provis- 
ions being so much lower in this country than 
elsewhere, and, besides all these advantages, it 
isclear that the value of property is enhanced 
which is needed for wharves and storage, and for 
handling and storing oil, 

As said before, in order to revive an oil ship- 
ping trade of some magnitude at our port, we 
need competition, as it cannot be expewted that 
the Standard Oil Company, which is essentially 
4 foreign company, will make any very extra- 
ordinary exertions in behalf of Baltimore; and, 
from judging their course in the past, it is evi- 
dent that the policy of the Standard Company 
ls extremely antagonistic to the interests of 
Baltimore,

It is reported that considerable business 
has been quietly transacted, and that quite a 
large quantity of goods has changed hands. 
This is denied by weil-informed dealers, but is 
constantly repeated, and fully believed by a 
number in the trade. There is still reports that 
lots have been offered at $4, and it is thought 
that the business has been done at this figure, 
but we were unable to find any holders who 
were willing to accept this price. On the contrary 
there was more disposition shown to demand 
even a higher figure than we last quoted. We 
do not hear of any bond lots that are quoted less 
than $3 1244@3 25, according to quality, while 
for duty paid parcels holders will not name less 
than $4 12}4@4 15, though buyers still claim that 
they can obtain what they require at $410. The 
demand has been fair for small orders, though 
dealers are not crowded with business, and for 
quautities as wanted $4 15@4 20 are still the 
quotations. Powdered is unchanged and can 
still be had at $535@5 40. There are cables in 
from abroad which report speculative sales at 
128 piasters. At this it will be about $3 60 in 
bond to land here. But few orders are being 
gent abroad, as the stock here is too large for the 
wants of the trade, and will have to be worked 
down before any great quantity will be brought 
here. There is more confidence shown, and 
holders are not so anxious to sell. Under date 
of Smyrna, January 14, Mr. E. A. Maltass says:

The parties who sold to the Dutch government 
have not as yet completed their purchases, but 
it is said they will not require more than 100 to 

150 cases to fulfil their engagements. It is re- 
ported that the poppy plantations in the upper 
districts have, within the past fortnight been 
greatly injured by rrost as the ground was only 
partially covered with snow. There seems to be 
some truth in these reports as several telegrams 
have been received from the interior confirming 
the damage to the crop; still, on the other hand, 
holders ot opium are always proue to give ex- 
aggerated accounts when their interests are at 
stake, consequently these rumors must be re- 
ceived with caution. Anyhow, the plantations 
can be renewed in Februafy and March but the 
early sowings are invariably the most ‘product- 
ive. The arrivals of opium to date from the in- 
terior, including Salonica and Constantinople, 
amount to 8,600 baskets. 

Morphine is gradually becoming scarce in out- 
side hands and the price is tending upward. 
Manufacturers are offering sparingly and still 
quote $3 65, at which they continue to fill con- 
tracts. This has encouraged sellers, who have 
advanced their price, and the best that we hear 
named is $3 70 net. The sales are not large, as 
the supply is limited, owing principally to the 
firm feeling in opium. Foreign is moving in par-

% The draft of a bill relating to internal 
> revenue taxes, which was submitted to the 
Committee on Ways and Means on Thurs- 


day by # delegation of the National Distil- 
lers’ Association, provides that from and 
after August 1, 1882, there shall be levied 
and collected on all distilled spirits there- 
sitter produced in the United States or re- 
ering maining in bonded warehouse, a tax of 50 
: cents on each proof gallon or wine gallon 
when below proof, to be paid by the distil- 
ler, owner, or person having possession

The bill authorizes the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, in his discretion and 
upon the execution of such bonds as he 
may prescribe, to establish warehouses, to 
be known as special bonded warehouses, 
not exceeding three in number, in any one 
collection district, each of which ware- 
houses shall be in charge of a storekeeper, 
and provides that all distilled spirits in- 
tended for deposit in a special bonded 
warehouse, before being removed from the 
distillery warehouse, shall have affixed to 
each package an engraved stamp indicative 
of such intention, to be provided and fur- 
nished to the several Collectors as in the 
case of other stamps, and to be charged to 
them ana accounted for in the same man- 
ner. On foreign brandy and on other 
spirits munufactured or distilled from 
grain or other materfals, and imported into 
this country, the bill fixes the duty at 
$150 per proof gallon,and on cordials, 
liquors, arrack, absinthe, and other similar 
spirituous beverages, or bitters containing 
spirits imported into this country, at $1 50 
per proof gallon. :

Quicksilver Statistics, 

From the San Francisco Commercial Herald, of 
January 26th, 1882, we gather some figures in re- 
gard to the production and disposition of quick- 
silver from the New Almaden and other Lower 
California mines, which will be of interest to our 
readers. It seems that the receipts at San Fran- 
cisco for the year 1880 amounted to 54,953 flasks, 
and there were shipped tothe Eastern States and 
Nevada 4,500 flasks, making a total productiou 
for the year of 59,453 flasks. In 1881, 53,250 
flasks were received at San Francisco, and 5,385 
flasks shipped direct from the mines, making a 
total output forthe year of 58,635 flasks. The 


exports from San Francisco by sea during the 
two years of 1880 and 1881 were a gfollows:

The production during 1881 has not materially 
varied compared with former vears, neither in 
California nor in Europe, say about 60,000 flasks 
here and 50,000 in Europe. Stocks here are 
moderate, it being the policy of our producers 
generally to meet the demand under reasonable 
restrictions. Probably our whole available 
stock is about 5,000 flasks. while in London it 
was 84,000 on the 23d of last November, accord- 
ing to the statement of the agents of the Alma- 
den Mine (Spain), the Rothschilds, they holding 
13,000 bottles and speculators 71,000 bottles. 
It is safe tosay that this large quantity has all 
accumulated during the past six or seven years, 
and 10,000 to 20,000 flasks are now being added 
yearly, which will give in London by the close of 
the present year 100,000 flasks or over. Prices 
during the year were tolerably steady at 37@380 
except on about the 26th of September, when 
advices came from London of a sharp advance 
there from £6 5/ to £610/ per bottle, ana a few 
days later to £6 17/6@7. The price here was ad- 
vanced and carried as high as 42c per lb, at 
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which sales were reported. It is however to be 
noted that considerable quantities were taken by 
speculators, they paying from 37c to 39c per lb. 
Subsequently the price declined in London, and 
when the semi-official statement was made of 
stocks there on the 23d of November the market 
fairly collapsed and £6 5/@6 2/6 per flask was the 
asking price, less 3 per cent. Here the price 
dropped to the old figures. With an average 
production both here and in Europe, it is difficult 
to see how prives can be permanently advanced, 
unless new uses can be found for the article or 
valuable bodies of silver-bearing ore be discov- 
ered involving large consumption. As with 
silver product doubtless China would take all 
offered at some price, but aa purchases for that 
country, both in silver and mercury, are largely 
made as a means of investing surplus wealth— 
another term for speculation—no permanent re- 
lief would follow in the mutter of stocks of this 
article, and any advance iu prices would be, at 
the best, only spasmodic. The producer here 
can hardly be expected, after selling at moderate 
figures, to hold his stock out of the market and 
aid the London speculators to work off their 
large stock at high figures. All indications point 
to steadiness in price and moderate figures. The 
extorts by sea since Jan. Ist, 1882, were 2,039 
flasks; value $62,601; same period 1881, 4,026 
flasks. value $113869; receipts since Jan. Ist, 
1882, 3,900 flasks. 

The Herald also publishes ? circular from 
Messrs. Bennett Bros., which is very nearly the 
duplicate of the one published in the Reporter 
for last week, but to which some observations 
are added which we think worth reproducing. 
Messrs. Bennett Bros. say that it will be seen 
from their statement that the stock of 84,000 
bottles in London began to accumulate after 
1874. Most of it cest high prices, so that holders 
cannot get out at anything like present price. It 
will also be noticed that the increased export 
at San Francisco has reduced the London ex- 
port, in fact taken much of our foreign market 
from us. We estimate the over-production re- 
ceived in London the last year to be about 25,000 
fottles, this year falling to about 15,000 bottles. 
This is included in the stock estimate. The new 
crop of quicksilver for 1882 is new coming for- 
ward. We estimate it for London to be about 
the same as the last, and with the diminished 
output in Califurnia, if continued, we think the 
general consumption likely to about equal the 
production. We estimate the stock to 31st De- 
cember, 1881, in all countries, to be about one 
year’s consumption for the whole world. The 
California mines still produce the largest quan- 
tity of quicksilver, but London makes the price 
by reason of the large stocks held in London. 
We estimate the home consumption now at 
about 9,000 bottles per year, but over the eleven 
years it seems to have been much less. Probably 
the high prices which ruled up till about 1876 
check the consumption.

Drugs and Chemicals—and the Tariff. 
Mr. Henry Bower, of Philadelphia, Sec 
retary of the Manufacturing Chemists’ 
Association of the United States, has been 
carrying on a discussion with Mr. J. S. 
Moore, the apostle of free trade, through 
the columns of the New York Times, upon 
the question of a protective tariff. Mr. 
Moore has been a voluminous, if not an 
intelligent writer upon this subject. His 
conclusions are so hastily reached at times 
as to open them to the charge of careless- 
ness, while at other times they are based 
upon conditions so entirely exceptional as 
to shake confidence in the integrity of 
their motives. While much good might 
result from an honest and intelligent dis- 
cussion of our complicated and inconsist- 
ent tariff laws, nothing will ever be gained 
by blind adherence to simple theory or 
mere personal interest, and the evils which 
most men would like to see removed are 
not likely to beaverted by such statements 
as men of his ilk either make or provoke. 
Mr. Bower's last communication, which is 
dated Philadelphia, January 28th, reviews 
the preceding letter of Mr. Moore, and is 
a very frank statement, and while it 1s nut 
without what seems to us to be weak points, 
it might afford the basis of a reasonable 
discussion of tariff matters, with promise 

of some good results. He says: 


To clear away some of the fog surrounding the 
subject we are discussing, it will be desirable in 





drugs crude substances, say opium, barks, roots, 
herbs, seeds, flowers, gums, and resins, and 
chemicals, any preparations advancing the con- 
































dition of these, as well as the almost innumera- 


ble inorganic salts, and it proper to say in reply” 
to the strictures of Mr. Moore that mantfactar-~ ~ 


ing chemists have advocated a reduction of the 
tax on alcohol, and not without effect, in the 
past; in the present condition of the revenues we 
strongly appeal for an immediate or a gradual re- 
moval of it; in many instances raw material for 
one chemical manufacturer is the manufactured 
product of another; therefore, to single out those 
which should be free of duty is not a difficult 
task, and the existing tariff laws contain the 
feattire advocated by Mr. Moore to nearly as full 
an extent asis possible to go. The failures of 
drug and chemical dealers mentioned by Mr. 
Moore occurring in New York City during the 
past year are to be lamented, but I assert most 
emphatically not one of these can be traced to 
the monopoly of any American manufacture; 
beyond this statement I cannot go for the 
causes of these misfortunes, and -he who 
ventures to make this analysis will fail also. 

The tenth census shows that in 1,346. establish- 
ments the capitals employed range from $300 to 
$4,000,000 in individual concerns; to no oneda 
the chemical manufacture can the word monop- 
olist be applied ; every article is as free as air in 
this regard; capital is now easily controlled in 
this country for legitimate enterprise, and the 
requisites for success are just the same in this 
as they are in any other branch of manufacture. 
If we were millionaire monopolists, the position 
in which Mr. Moore places us, we would be in 
condition to supply Mexico, the West Indies, and 
South America, and assuredly do so withcut fur- 
ther delay. I was an interested observer of the 
proceedings of the convention of the protection- 
ists, consisting of manufacturers, bankers, mi- 
ners, farmers, ship-builders and +h!p-owners, held 
in your city on the 29th and 30th of November 
last. From the opening speech of the Hon. Geo, 
B. Loring, Commissioner of Agriculture, to the 
closing remarks, I was profoundly impressed by 
the many facts brought forth, teaching in unmis- 
takable terms the advantages of the protective 
system; and to note that after enjoying it for 
20 years “our affections all concentre in one 
great object, which is the improvement and the 
glory of our country.” I may -ay the “proceed- 
ings” of this convention will be published within 
a few days, and I will be glad to furnish any one 
with a copy of the book who is iaterested in the 
question we are now discussing. A prominent 
feature developed at that meeting was the larger 
wages paid the employed in the United States as 
compared with those received in Europe; the 
manufacturing chemists show that the difference 
in a chemical works here,against one of like char- 
acter in England, is equal to 6.4 per cent. of the 
value of the output; if we add the increased cost of 
repairs here, this figure would not be less than 10 
per cent on the value of the product. Iam free 
to say that any manufacturer in America, through 
the terms of the good years and the bad years in 
business, will be quite satisfied with this 10 per 
cent return. Icannot permit the mention here 
of the fact that we wonld be content with an

for individual concerns, and, as I have before 
stated, free alcohol and free raw materials will 
not make sufficient equalization to place our 
manufactures on the free list when other pro - 
ductions pay duty as follows:

The soda solution is 
runoff into the porcelain basin, the oil 
washed by agitation with a little water, and 
the washings run off in their turn, Iodide 
of potaesium is then added to the liquid in 
the basin, and sufficient hydro-chloric 
aad to render it distinctly acid. The mix- 
tare is then titrated with the sulphate in 
thesame manner as the br.mine solution. 
The quantity of bromine thus found is the 
excess employed, and if deducted from the 
total quantity present in the volume of 
hypobromite solution added to the oil, the 
weight of bromine will be found which is 
required tocombine with the quantity of 
hydro-carbon taken for the experiment.

From these results it will be seen that 
there is in each case a striking difference 
between the proportion of bromine assimi- 
lated by any of the shale products and the 
quantity which combines with the parallel 
product from petroleum. Thus, while 
the shale naphtha took up nearly its own 
weight of bromine, the petroleum naphtha 
combined with only 10 per cent, and the 


gasolenes, burning oils and lubricating 
exhibit similar but somewhat less striking 
differences. Benzol does not give a satis- 
factory result, the reaction with bromine 
occurring slowly instead of instantane- 
ously, as is the case with the shale of pe- 
troleum products. 

Owing to the complex character of com- 
mercial hydrocarbon products, a determi- 
nation of the ameunt of bromine combi- 
ning with them does not give the meana of 
calculating the actual pereentage of olefines 
contained in them. If, however, a traction 
of constant boiling point were prepared, 
and its vapor density ascertained, its mean 
combining weight could thence be deduced, 
and then a determination of its power ot 
assimilating bromine would give a means 
of obtaining a close approximation to the 
proportion of olefines contained in the 
fraction. This suggestion, of course, as-

the olefines in their reaction with bromine. 

Broadly speaking, the relative proportion 
of olefines present in two products of 
similar density and boiling point is pretty 
exactly indicated by the power of assimi 
lating bromine; and as the shale products 
combine with from twice to ten times as 
much bromine as the parallel products 
from petroleum, it’ may be safely asstmed 
that the former products are far richer in 
olefines than are the latter.
